Ott.wa, Sept. 7. — There is a very 
{^eueral feoliny; Uuit the result of the 
Pacific inquiry is highly fiivoniblo to 
the Government, 

The feeling of disgust iit the stealing 
of the letter in Montreal grows more 
intense. Even the most pronounced 
Oppositionists do not attempt to eon- 
clone the act nor the actors. 

The imports at the port of Ottawa 
for the month of August amounted to 
$181,600, and the duties to ?2G,0U(). 

Ottawa, Sept. 8. — Mr. McCreight 
leaves to-morrow en route for British 
Columbia. 

The Department of the Ijitorior is 
now issuing the i:)atents for all located 
military bounty lands in Manitoba. 

A very handsoriio drum-major's ba- 
ton and belt liave hoen presented to 
th« Guards by some admirers of llie 
regiment in England and Canada. 

The stolen letter still forms the en- 
grossing topic of conversation iu polit- 
ical circles. On all sides I have heard 
the strongest possible opinions expres- 
sed with regard to the enormity of the 
offence. 

The revenue of the Dominion for the 
last month was ?2, 093,798, and the ex- 
penditure f2, 270,273. 

Montreal, Sept. 8. — Two hundred 
dollars were stolen from a young 
clerk of Mr. Halknd's, broker, as he 
was depositing it at the Merchants' 
Bank. 

One of the new canal basins west of 
Wellington Bridge will bo ready for 
use this week. 

Judge Coursol and several gentle- 
men from the city left for Ottawa by 
five o'clock train, to give evidence be- 
fore the Koyal Commission. It is stat- 
ed that Norris, the party who is under- 
stood to have placed certain' corres- 
pondence in Mr. Huntington's hands, 
received a subpoena to-day to be in at- 
teadence without delay and render his 
evidence. 

||i Mr. Edward Carter, Q. C, has been 
appointed by the Provincial (Tovern- 
ment to assist in pushing forward the 
investigation at present in the hand of 
the Police Magistrate with respect to 
the stolen letter. Mr. Kerr, Q. C, ap- 
pears on behalf of the Post Ofllce 
Deijartment. The ofticial inquiry' as 
to the letter stolon from the Post Of- 
ffico was continued at the Police Court 
this afternoon. The Hon. J. H. Pope. 
Minister of Agriculture, deposed that 
on the 23rd ult, at Ottawa, the Hon 
John Young, in the presence of the 
Premier, had an interview with him re 
specting his position as inspector, stat 
ing he was willing to resign his seat 
in Parliament if he was sure of retain 
ing the inspectorship; that on the 25th 
ult., ho saw Mr. Young in this city, 
■wlieu as on the previous occasion, he 
assured him that there was no ill-feeling 
against him. Being authoiized by Sir 
John to sny that he should be treated 
fairly, ho at onco wrote to Sir John ontho 
subject, saying that ho considered liiiu- 
Belf pledged to BupportMr.Young'.s claim. 
On the 2d inst., at Cookahiio, lie receiv- 
ed from Sir John the telegram which was 
was sent iu triplicate to that place, Slier- 
brooke, and this city. On the morning 
of the Sd be arrived in Montreal, but 
could not obtain tlio letter. On that aftor- 
BOOn be saw Messrs Young, Holton and 
Dorion, seemingly excited, crossing a))- 
pareutly from the Postoflico to tlu' Hi'niUl 
otiice. The depo.sitions of buvend l'o.st- 
offioo clerks wei'e also taken. Tiieir evi- 
dence was more negative iu its character. 



The Charges Against Mar- 
shal Bazaine- 

The text of (be charges against Marshal 

Bazaine is as follown — 

Jfiirshal Baziuno is charged, Ist, with 
huving cajjitulHtod Miili the enemy and 
surreudored to him the fortress of Metz of 
which ho was the oommaader-iu-chief, 
without having previously exhausted all 
means of defence. 

2. Willi having in his capacity as chief 
of tho army before Metz in the open 
field signed a caijitulation in con- 
sequence of wliicii his trcjops wero 
obliged to lay down their arms, and with 
not having done, before entering u])on 
verbal or written negotiations, all that 
was prescribed to him to do by his duty 
and his honor. 

Such beiug crimes punishable under 
articles 209 and 210 of the Code do justice 
militairo. The articles here quotedare as 
follows: — 

. 209. With death and military degra- 
dation shall be punished every governor 
or commander who lias on trial by a 
eourt-rnartial been found guilty lo have 
capitulated with the enemy and surron- 
dored a place entrnstoil to] liim without 
having previously Lwhiiustiul ull moans uf 
defeuco at his dinjjo.ial.and without Iiaviii;^ 
done all that is proscribed to him to do 
b}' his duly and his honor." 

Art'clo21(). "Every general and com- 
miuiiler or arnieil troops wlio capitulates 
in the open held shall lie pnnished. 

1. With (h.'athauil uulilnry degradation 
if iu conseqiionuo of such eiqjitulation his 
t.oop.s have to lay down their arms, and 
if betore entering on .verbal or written ne- 
gotiations he has not done everything 
presoriliod to him to do by his duty and 
his honor." 

2. With dismissal in all other cases. 
Tho report on tho (iliarges lins been 

dmwn up by General llivioro.and Gener- 
al Pourcot who is to act as Goverumont 
Commissioniare at the trial, baR|already es- 
tablished his oiBce at Gompiogne.

liung-chang bad received orders to 
soiul tin cxpeditiiui to FormoHa to co- 
orco the abrogiiies and lAaue them for 
the future under "the laws of Cliina, 
in order that shipwrecked people 
might obtain protection and assis- 
tance, instead of as at present, being- 
murdered and eatoii. On tiii! 21tluilt. 
1 was informed on good iuitliority, 
which was partly corroborated in the 
'Mail,' that sixteen -war junks, armed 
with foreign cannon, and six foreign 
war Blcamer.s, would arrive at Cliofoo 
early in the autumn from Kwaiigtmig.
